By a new process of transmitting pic- 
tures by electricity, the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. sent fif- 
teen photographs over & telephone wire 
from. Cleveland to this city in, two hours 
yesterday afternoon. Some of them are 
repraduced in: other | columns of THE 
New Yorw Times today. 

Although ait is @ common and silo 
practice to eorrect deficiencies of photo- 
gstaphs by retouthing, before sending 
them to the engravers, THm Times re- 
produces the pictures telegraphed from 
Cleveland.yesterday exactly as. they 
were received, to show precisely what 
the new process. accomplishes. 

One of the pictures was a pNotograph 
@f three newspaper men examining the 
transmitting apparatus’ which had been 
set up in the. Discount Building in Cleve- 
land. This was taken at 3:59 P. M. 
The film. was developed, a positive print 
Was made from it and it was ‘‘put on 
the wire.”’ It was received in the New 
York office and the development was 
Completed at/4:43 P. M. Forty-four 
minutes had elapsed from the time the 
picture was taken in Cleveland until it 
Was reproduced in this city.

HUNDREDS WITNESS CHASE 


Second Hai-Up ‘Man: Escapes

A cigar-store bandit ‘was shot to death 


and a’ detective was mortally wounded 
in a pistol battle at 10:30 o’clock last 
night near Flatbush Avenue and Fulton 
Street, one of the busiest spots In Brook- 
lyn. A confedérate of the man who was 
killed escaped with .$75 from the cash 
register and $2.19 from) the are of } 
the clerk. 

The exchange of shots came eoik a few 
minutes before the theatres were empty- 
ing and the rattle of automatics, coupled 
with the shouts and the fatoo of clubs 
as a-dozen policemen joined/in the pur- 
suit drew a crowd that grew to thou- 
sands and had-.to be fought back by 
police reservés from several. stations. 

The dead man was identified by finger 
print records from Manhattan Head- 
quarters as William Rogers, 26 years 
old, who’ lived in Harlem: The police 
withheld his address, hoping to pick up 
his confederate in the neighborhood. The 
police said Rogers had a criminal rec- 
ord which included one term in a. re- 
formatory for grand larceny and anoth- 
er for'using drugs, a suspended sentence 
for using drugs and another arrest for 
that offense, the sentence of which was 
not shown. 

A letter found in the dead man’ s pock- 
et signed ‘‘Rose,”” read: 

‘Dear Smitty : , 

‘Meet me tonight at Third Avenue dnd 

126th Street. Very important.”

MINATO, Japan, Tuesday, May 20 
(Associated Press).—The three United 
States Army airplanes have arrived here 
from Yetorofu Island on their flight 
around the world. 

{Minato is on the northeast coast of 
the main island of Japan. It is 354 
miles from Yetorofu and 395 miles from 
the next stopping point, Kasumigaura, 
the naval air base outside Tokio.

YETOROFU ISLAND, Kuriles, May 
19. — (Associated ‘Press) — The three 
American army. airplanes flying around 
the ‘world landed here this afternoon at 
2.50 o’clock, having made the 500 mile 
flight from Paramashiru-Island in a lit- 
tle‘more than seven hours. . 

The landing was made on Lake Tos- 
himoye. This is in the rear of Hito- 
kappu Bay, an indentation on the South- 
east shore of this island. A landing 
place on the lake was prepared by Jap- 
anese and American sailors’ from the 
destroyers Pope and Amatsukaze sev- 
eral days ago, when it was determined 
that Hitokappu Bay was too rough 
forthe planes to be brought down safely 
on its waters. 

Buoys were placed in the lake and 
arrangements made for the fliers to 
reach the shore. This’ was the ‘third 
landing place chosen for the fliers at the 
end .of this stage of their journey, the |. 
first Bettobu Anchorage, on the North- 
western coast of this island, having 
been abandoned in favor of Hitokappu 
Bay some wéeks since because of foe 
there. 


Half Flight Through Fog 

TOKIO, May 19. —(Associated Press)— 
The American army fliers ‘encircling the 
world flew through fog for 50 per ‘cent.

Brown at Holyrood Palace, Edinburgh. 
As all the world knows, Mr. Brown Is 
Lord High Commissioner to the Gen- 

Assembly of the Church Assem- 
bly of Scotland, and’ is the personal 
representative of the . He is a 
miner, but for the’next ten days he is’ 
as great as the King. ‘He takes prece- 
dence of all, and even if the Prince of 
Wales were td ebme to Holyrood he 
wotild bé second to James Brown. 


Leaves His Collier's Cottage. 


“Today the miner arrived to begin his 
reign. He left his tiny’ home in a row 
of miners’ cottages at Anbank, Ayrshire, 
where he has lived nearly all of his life, 
to take up his residence in the palace 
for. which kings have fought, and in 
which queens haved loved and wept, and 
around which are ranged a wealth of 
romantic and historic memories. 

“I was standing by the palace door.a 
few minutes past 11 looking across the 
courtyard, where evérything was spick 
and span and newly painted, toward the 
towering height of Arthur’s Seat, rising 
steep from the palace gates, its summit 
shrouded in mist. Bemedaled -police, 
smart soldiers and uniformed servants 
were, moving about their duties with an 
alr of expectancy. A man was on the 
roof holding the ropes of the flagstaff 
in one hand and the royal standard in 
the other. All were awaiting the arrival 
of the King’s ‘deputy. 

“The hour of Mr. Brown's arrival had 
been kept secret, so that there-were few 
ordinary spectators about, except a’ 
handful of residents from High. Street, 
which. runs from the palace gates past 
John, Knox’s house. At 11:15 to the 
minute, with the punctuality of royalty, 
a big car swung rapidly through the’ 


gates and curved up toward the main en- |: 


trance. 

*On the front of the car was a small 
replica of thé Royal Standard. : Sentries 
at each side of the door presented arms. 
It must have: given a little thrill even 
to so solid a man as James Brown, 
M. P., for when thesé two Scottish Bor- 
derers ‘in khaki brought. their rifles 
from, slope to present with precision and 
a little, unmistakable touch of excite- 
ment. - It was the first outward sign of 
his royal rank. : 

Mrs. Brewn Alights From Car First. 

“Captain Malcolm, aide de camp to 
the Lord High Commissioner, stepped 
down qnickly from the froft of the car, 
opened the door and handed out Mrs. 
Brown. Then:came Mr. Brown. No one 
could have guessed that it was a miner 
and his wife from the colliers’ row in 
Anbank. Mys. Brown wore a braided 
gray coat, with fur of the same color, 
a gray-hat and gray gloves. The most 
ignorant could see that she, was well 
dressed, even by palace standards, 

“Mr. Brown wore a silk hat, a gray

They Decide to ‘Accept the 
Resignation Tendered by 
Ambassador Woods. — 


MASS, MEETINGS IN TOKIO 


Comment There Links Envoy’s 
Departure With the Ex- 
clusion Issue.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—President 
Coolidge and Secretary Hughes con- 
ferred late this afternoon ” acceptance 
of the resignation of Cyrus’. Woods, 
Ambassador to Japan, and while the 
result of the meeting was not officially 
made public, it is understood in Govern- 
ment circles that the Chief Executive 
and his Secretary of State agreed to 
assent to Mr. Woods’s return. 

The understanding is that the immi- 
gration bill was also discussed, the 
Japanese exclusion clause being par- 
ticularly considered. Following , the 
conference a report was current that 
President Coolidge had decided to risk 
another veto and refuse to approve the 
immigration bill. He has until May 
29 to act on this measure, 


Would Meet Views of Hughes and Dayis. 

If reports are true such action hot 
be: in line with the. yviews. of Secre ey 
Hughes and Secretary” Davis who 
said to have advised’ against the atte 
ment of the immigration . bill. 

Ambassador Woods, as is well: known, 
has always been against Japanese ex- 
clusion as was his chief, Secretary 
Hughes, and since it became an issue he 
has more than onceéd in public speeches 
expressed his views. openly to the Japan- 
ese people. There is no doubt, say per- 
sons in the confidence of the Govern- 
ment, that he has done much to heal 
the wound and lessen what has often 
been térmed an affront to Japan. He 
has done this, for America and buried 
for a time his cigttatht wishes to retire 
from the post. 

Mr. Woods Lelnatibed in Japan after 
his numerous requests to be allowed to 
return to America, following the injury 
to his mother-in-law during, the recent 
Japanese earthquake, for this purpose. 
Had not the exclusion question arisen 

he would have been allowed to return at 
about the time the immigration bill was 
introduced 

Reports from friends of the Ambassa- 
dor are that he will arrive in America 
early in June, 

President Coolidge has about recov- 
ered from his cold. He was at his 
joffice for a few hours this. morning, 
but sunned himself on the south portico, |. 
where the conference: with Secretdty 
Hughes was, held, until long after 5 
o'clock. He was resting there when Sec- 
retary Slemp.told him of the Senate’s 
action on the bonus. 


Japan Regrets Resignation. 

TOKIO, May 19 (Associated Press).— 
The news of Ambassador Woods’s resig- 
nation has created a sensation in official 
and press circles in Tokio. 

Regret is universally expressed by of- 
ficials, who lay stress upon the high re- 
gard ih which he is held here, Most of 
the commentators link the Ambassador’s 
resignation with the immigration ques- 
tion, although it hgd been’ known- for 
some time that he had been eager to 
return to America for family. reasons. 

Regret is especially keen since ‘in..the 
public .mind Mr. Woods’s name was 
closely linked with America’s great ef- 
fort at the time of the earthquake. 

The Ambassador, ¢onfirming the dis- 
patch from Washington reporting his 
resignation, said it was due entirely to 
family reasons. It was tendered three 
weeks ago., The Ambassador will sail 
from Yokohama for Seattle on the Presi- 
dént McKinley-on June 6. 

‘The Ambassador was known to be 
keenly disappointed at the action of the 
American Congresg in passing the pro- 
vision of the Immigration bill barring 
Japanese from America, but he would 
make no statement on that subject. 
Thinks Japan’s Restraint Promises. Well. 

In a statement. to The ted. 
Press, he said: 

“Since the immigration oe uestion” is 
virtually settled, and the crisis which 
it engendered ended, I feel that i am 
free to yield to family reasons, which |" 
make it imperative tor me to resign my 
post in Japan. ~

Adjusted service compensation is figured on the basis of $1 a day 
for home service and $1.25 a day for overseas service. The first sixty 
days cannot-be counted. Also 4 maximum of 500 days would Be-allowed 

veterans up to and including the rank. of Captain in the army 
e Corps and Lieutenant in-the navy are eligible for the bo 

It is estimated that the average insurance policy would be valued at 
$962, while the maximum value of the policies. would be about $1, 900 
for overseas service and $1,600 for home service. 

‘The value of the policy would be the equivalent of the amount 
which the adjusted service credit, plus 25 per cent., would purchase at 
regular insurance prices based on 4’ per cent. interest compounded an- 
nually.: To,determine the latter computation a table of factors has 
been compiled by experts. Multiplication of the proper factor by the 
amount of adjusted service compensation due the veteran, - plus 25 
per cent., would give the fact value of the insurance certificate, .Hach 
certificate, of course, would vary according to the length of service of 
the veterans and his age at the date of issuance of the policy.

Senator Caraway assailed Mr. BSter- 
ling, charging that he, as a member of 
the committee, was supplied with data 
from undisclosed sources. Mr. Caraway 
said he would name in the Senate 
those responsible for what he declared 
was a conspiracy against Mr. Wheeler. 

Holds Indictment ‘Was Justified. 

The 6,000-word minority report of Sen- 
ator Sterling discussed at great length 
the testimony of witnesses who were ex- 
amined. by the committee. He did not 
express an opinion as to the guilt or in- 
nocence of Senator Wheeler, but sdught 
to’ prove that the Great Falls Grand 
Jury was justified in indicting him. He 
declared that it was a matter of grave 
doubt whether the proceedings of the 
committee were not contrary to-law and 
sound public policy. 

Senator Sterling placed great reliance 
on the testimony of Messrs. Rhea ‘and 
Glosser, thé principal witnesses for the 
prosecution, who testified that ‘they 
were present at a conference at which 
Senator Wheeler discussed with Gordon

Republicans all through the Presiden- 
tial election. That took courage. They 
were called upon to acknowledge pub- 
licly, what has before been known only 
in private, that they dislike the Presi- 
dent, that they do not mean to support 
him honestly; and that they would 
witness. his defeat next November 
without a tear. That took courage. 
The whole grolp of.them, from Curtis 
to Lopcz and WaRREN, ought 'to be 
eee. with a special medal for 
bravery. 

Nor did their courage ‘sakbn with the 

manifestations just cited. They boldly 
took a stand that logicall? means the 
defeat of tax revision ani the end of 
the hope of a reduction of tax bur- 
dens. On an already threatened deficit 
they piled an additional $146,000,000. 
Under the guise of passing an insur- 
ance bill for veterans, they opened, as 
they well knew, a door through which 
the triumphant lobbyists for the bonus 
will press instantly with demands -for 
larger payments in cash. Instead of 
making an end of the bonus in our 
politics, they made sure that it will 
continue there in a still more mischief- 
breeding form. While praising’ cour- 
age, do not forget to give a high place 
to that of these Republican Senators 
wwho could face such dread conse- 
quences without blenching. 
They displayed, moreover, very un- 
usual courage in withstanding the ap- 
peals of the most disinterested and in- 
telligent among their constituents. 
Take the New England Senators. 
They were urged to stand by the New 
England President. They were plainly 
told, as for example by The Boston 
Herald, that “if Canvin CooLipGcEs 
‘* should fail of election to the Presi- 
** dency in November; it would in our 
** judgment be due more than any- 
4‘ thing else to the charge which the 
** Democrats are sure to make—that 
“he lacks ability as a leader; and 
“ they will base this upon the attitude 
" of a Republican Congress, and’ par- 
** ticularly of its New England mem- 
‘* bers, toward his great vetos.’’ But 
did this have any effect upon ‘** our 
own Henry Caspor Lopce’’? Did it 
influence FREDERICK Hauge of Maine? 
Did it cause the two Republican Sena- 
tors from Connecticut, BRANDEGEE and’ 
McLEAN, to waver in their purpose? 
Not for a moment. New England, 
Gop ‘forgive her, she’s a-kneelin’ yaith 
the rest! 

There is a kind, of courage which 
verges on recklessness and: insanity. 
Moral philosophers have defined it as 
“the courage of fools.’’ The exhibi- 
tion of it which the Republican Sena- 
tors have given, the counfry can sur- 
vive. ‘But can they outlive it? Can 
their party recover from the frightful 
blow «they have given it? These are 
questions which no one will be asking 
today with more anxiety than’ loyal 
Republicans. 








THE FLIGHT ACROSS THE PACIFIC. 
The flight of the stout-hearted 
American Army Lieutenants across 
the Pacific in weather that put the 
attendant destroyers on their mettle 
was one of the greatest feats that 
aviation has yet recorded. When their 
frail ships were made out in thé sky 
‘feem the deck.of the destroyer John H. 
Ford, lying at anchor in Kashiwabara 
Bay, Paramashiru Island, ‘“‘ the 
‘* watchers were speechless with sur- 
*“‘ prise."” Lieutenant Lowa tt |. H. 
SMirnx and his comrades had défied 
the weather in leaving Attu, one of the 
last of the Aleutian Islands, and for 
much of the way had flown over fog 
banks and through snowstorms. But 
they had kept together and arrived in 
perfect formation, after being forced 
down offshore at Komandorski Island, 
which is 500 miles northeast of Para- 
mashiru. “‘ Severe storm upon: arriy-’ 
ing, leave next good weather,"’ radioed 
the acting commander. After a wait 
of. a day and a half the American 
aviators were off again, making a 
rapid flight to Yetorofu Island in the 
Kuriles, °°.

flown more than 1,000 miles. That all 
three should havé beaten the elements 
to their destination was the extraordi-. 
nary thing. 

There’ was anxiety in Washington 
over the, Pacific crossing. “It was a 
rather hazardous task,’’ admits Major 
Gen. Patrick. He is proud of his 
boys, but realizes that they must 
“move more rapidly for the balance 
of the flight.” The fact is, they are 
more than a month behind their 
Schedule. Delay was due in part to 
the Alaskan weather and in part to 
waiting at Dutch Harbor for Major 
Martin, whose mishaps put him , out 
of the flying. The American squad- 
ron was to arrive at Yetorofu Island 
on April 15 and at Calcutta May 28, 
but now it must be well along in June 
before Calcutta is'reached. The mon- 
soon rages there in June, and the pre- 
diction is made that it will blow from 
the southwest this year, a bad quarter 
for airplanes going west across Asia. 
To gain on the tempest the American 
aviators would have to cut, their rests 
short and fly & la p’Orsr from landing 
to landing. Yet such speed was not 
in their plan. Nor would it be justi- 
fied after the risks encountered on the 
Pacific, Flying around the world is 
a mighty uncertain undertaking. Com- 
mander SMITH will’ need “the best of 
luck ” to escape obstructive weather 
after reaching Shanghai, where he is 
now due early in June.

A TEMPEST IN A STADIUM. 

In adopting our passion for athletics 
the French seem also to have imitated 
our sporting manners. “Although: we 
usually reserve direct rough action for 
our.own countrymen—special prefer- 
ence shown to umpires—we have been 
known to express disapproval of some 
of our foreign competitors with 
pointed verbal vehemence.° It is to be 
doubted’ whether the French, who, 
after all, are mere amateurs in such 
matters, have yet developed the' fine 
art of obloquy to as high a point as 
have our own people. Supposing it 
should turn out that the American 
bleachers in the French benches had 
expressed their opinion of the French 
team''with that frankness which they 
might have used at home, and with a 
few additional remarks about the’ gen- 
eral inferiority of all Frenchmen com- 
pared to all Americans which were so 
often heard in the A. E. F.,. and sup- 
posing, furthermore, that they had ex- 
pressed these remarks in’French. that 
could be understood by the natives, or 
in the presence of Frenchmen who 
understood English, is it not possible 
that they, and’ not the’ Frenchmen, 
might be considered the real offenders? 

The development of athletics and all 
that pertains thereto is very recent in 
France. The first game of Rugby was 
played in 1886. That same year the 
first international’ footraces in which 
a French team took part were held in 
Paris. The next year the first French 
athletic association was formed, and 
not until 1890 did the French Ministry 
of Education take official notice of the 
possibilities of games and sports in the 
school curriculum. All. of this. was 
done under the impetus of GrORGES DE 
Sarnt-Ciair, a Frenchman “who had 
gone to school in En giand and. had 
there become .a lover of athiétics, ‘and 
who devoted his life to a crusade for 
sports in France. Under his: inspira- 
tion small sporting clubs and associa- 
tions of students were formed in Paris 
and elsewhere, and a system of com- 
petitive games was*inaugurated. In 
this latter work Baron Pierre vs Cov- 
BERTIN was also associated. He and 
M. ve SAInT-Ciarr are justly consid- 
ered the fathers of modern French 
athletics. 

, It remained for the war to bring 
home to the French Government the 
great value of games in developing the 
physical and moral growth of boys in 
schéol. To us, accustomed to schools 
in which: athletics are pre-eminent, 
it is inconceivable that until very 
recently games had practically no réle 
in. the French educational. system. 
France overemphasized study almost 
as much as we sacrificed for athletics. 
But now she is establishing a better 
balance, and, the idea of sports having 
at last been implanted in the schools, 
it should not be long before a change 
is found in the attitude of the elder 
French people toward athletics, and in 
the quality of sportsmen turned out by;

FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 

Recognition of the Soviet Govern- 
ment was one of the pledges of the 
victorious Left coalition in France. It 
is now being “reaffirmed by the prob- 
able chiefs of the new Government, 
yet in terms which suggest a process 
even more deliberate than the Russian 
negotiations in London. M. PAINnLeve 
declares openly for economic and 
financial negotiations precedent to 
recognition. M. Herridr says “ there 
** must be conditions. We must re- 

member Russia is in debt to. us.” 
“We cannot let our- 
selves be taken for simpletons.’’ This 
is strongly reminiscen{ of Mr./ Mac- 
DOoNALD’s warning to Raxkovsxky that 
Great Britain would not stand for 
** monkey business.”’ 

The painful slowness with which the 
London pourparlers have been moving 
may become an argument in France 
for: making terms first, with recogni- 
tion later. The natural thing would 
be for Paris to wait and see what 
emerges from the London conference. 
French relations with Moscow are more 
difficult to adjust than British, but at 
the same time not so pressing. 
Whether justified or not, the belief is 
téirly strong in Great Britain that the 
nation’s economic problems cannot be 
solved without bringing Russia back 
into .the sphere of British commerce. 
Once Moscow, can be induced to rec- 
ognize its debts to Great Britain, the 
latter can afford to wait'for the honor- 
ing of such debts while she.makes her 
immediate profits qut of a -restored 
trade. France is not a commercial 
nation, and no yearning for hypo- 
thetical Russian markets can induce 
her to forego claims on Moscow for 
several billion dollars owing to French

Patrolman Richard Zeller of the Mer- 
eer Street station, on post first saw the 
smoke pouring from the building, which 
fs occupied. by wholesale houses. He 
turned in an,alarm, bringing apparatus 
under Deputy Chief Hefferhan.. The 
firemen found the cellar and the first 
three floors ablaze, making it impos- 
Bible to téll where the fire actually had 
started. 

Chief Heffernan immediately turned in 
® second.and a third alarm, bringing 
Chief John Kenlon and apparatus from 
virtually. all of lower Manhattan. Dep- 
uty Chief Inspector Charles Formosa, on 
duty in Police Headquarters two blocks 
ordered out reserves from the 
Beach Street, Charles Street, Clinton 
Street and-Mercer Street stations to keep 
back the crowd of 3,000 or more se Sie

‘The building was occupied by a<score 
of dry goods and rubbed: goods con- 
cerns, each floor having several ten- 
ants. In the-centre of the building. 
about forty feet from both Broadway 
and Grand Street, was a large stairway 
and airshaft. It was this, according to 
Chief Kenlon, that caused the fire to 
epread so ckly. 

Chief Kenlon sent in the fourth alarm, 
Which bréught two water towers and 


ladders. The. firemen then were put to 
work fighting the fire from above. Chief 
Kenlon said that 10,000 gallons of water 
were being poured on the fire every 
minute. 

In the meantime a company of fire- 
men from Engine No. 55 had been sent 
in through the second floor windows. 
John J. Brennan of this company was

The Position of Industry. 

The slow forward buying, which has 
been evident for the last month or s0, 
has had at least one very significant 
reflection in corporate balance sheets. 
Considered as a whole, the inventories 
of industrial corporations are low and 
their cash position high. Many of the 
industrial corporations, whose quarterly 
reports give full details, reflect a cash 
position one-third to. one-half larger 
than at this time last year. An in- 
vestment .banker recently sent out a 
questionnaire to 1,150 standard manu- 
facturing companies east of ‘the Missis- 
sippi River, all of them capitalized at 
$1,000,000 or more.

Steck Market Financing. 


One of the -reasons for the amall ag* 
gregate of brokers’ loans and the fact 
that there is little demand for call 
money may be traced to a more or less 
new. practice which has had its gdvent 
with the present era of easy money. 
It is that of financing of large stock 
market operations by the banks for 
their customers in cases where the col- 
lateral is exceptionally good, and where 
a. long-time operation’ in the market is 
contemplated. A case in point was that 
of a capitalist, who started the ac- 
cumulation several weeks ago of 50,000 
shares of a certain railroad stock. His 
brokers objected mildly because of the 
large amount of capital involved, and 
suggested: that he discuss the problem 
with his bank.

SAYS LINES LOSE HEAVILY 


Freight and Peladnack Rates Were 
Advanced in 1920, He Reminds, 
but Postal Rates Stood Still. 


The United States mail service -is a 
parasite on the railways, according to 
L. F. Loree, President of the. Delaware 
& Hudson Company, in an address de- 
livered. before the Bible class of the 
Park Avenue Baptist Church last night, 
Because of Mr. Loree’s influence among 
railroad executives and the study which 
he has given the whole problem, his ad- 
dress was regarded as a keynote speech 
in a campaign of railroads throughout 
the United States to “receive a. more 
adequate recompense for the mail ser- 
vice.” He charged that while some of 
the more flagrant abuses had been cor- 
rected, the great underlying injusitce re- 
mained. 

“After the railways were returned. to 
their owners ‘in 1920,’’ Mr. Loree said, 
“freight rates were advanced. 40 per 
cent. and passenger rates 25 per cent., 
but there were no corresponding in- 
creases in mail rates.. Thé continued 
losses borne by’ the railways on this 
branch of ‘the service are severe and 
discreditable to the Interstate _Com- 
merce Commission and the United 
States Government.’’ 

Mr.\Loree reviewed the history of the 
rates paid to the railroads for carrying 
mail and he declared that the basis 
rates of payment to the railroads, es- 
tablished in 1873, were successively re- 
duced in 1876, 1878 and 1907. ‘‘In the 
last of these years,’’ he continued, ‘‘the 
Postmaster General, by the simple de- 
vice of reversing a practice of nearly 
forty years’ standing, took $5,000,000 per 
annum from the railways, and in 1911 
the handling of periodicals was mianip- 
ulated with a similar result. The

The importance of the industry is 
manifested by the interest in the show, 
which is far larger than any heretofore. 
The entire ballroom floor has been 
taker for the fashion revue and, in addi- 
tion, the entire eighth floor is occupied 
by the exhibitors as sample rooms. 
Sports, street and walking shoes have 
the centre of attention in the afternoon 
display and in the evening dressy shoes, 
evening slippers and’sandals are shown. 

“Will Close Tomorrow Night. 

The exhibition will continue today and 
tomorrow, and tomorrow evening it will 
close with a dinner. 

There is a decided absence of colored 
effects, high heels and fancy leathers. 
The models are interesting in their 
straight, simple lines and are rendered 
effective by this very simplicity and 
the beauty of the material wsed.

“My amendment,’’ said Mr. Black to- 
day, ‘‘would authorize the McNary- 
Haugen Corporation to operate brew- 
eries directly, or to license the operation 
thereof on the payment of high license 
fees for the purpose of brewing beer. 
The money derived from this source is 
to be app ied to the assistance of agri- 
culture through the machinery provided 
by the McNary-Haugen bill and to 
stimulate the farming industry in every 
other fair way. 

“I believe that a large part of the 
business depression, particularly — the 
agricultural business, is due to the Vol- 
stead act. The act destroys partly the 
market for grain, barley, hops and cider 
apples, and so affects the farmer. 

“The revenue demands made necessary 
by the McNary-Haugen bill will require 
@ new revenue producer. The one the 
people would welcome would be a tax on 
the gale of beer and cider. This amend- 
ment would present an opportunity to 
get a roll call on a beer bill which 
otherwise would not arise. 

“The McNary-Haugen bill cannot pass 

ut the assistance of the members
